Cinr'AOo, Iu.., December 16.—Captain 


Bedford Pym, Paymaster of the royal 
navy, and lately member of Parliament 
li-uin Gravesend, is In the otty, having 
returned from looking over the cattle 
ranches of the West. He has on foot a 
plan for building a railroad from Chey- 
enne, W. T., to Hudson's Hay for the 
transportation of cattle to England, in- 
stead of bringing them to Chicago aud 
thence shipping them East. This road 
will cost about $10,000,000, and he wants 
the United States to subscribe 1 l-i! per 
cent, of that amount and Kngland a like 
sum. The remainder, he claims, can be 
raised lu the London Stock Exchauge, In 
a few days. 


Captain Pym has also bccu in corre- 


spondence with Washington authorities 
concerning the Nicaragua Canal. The 
United States has recently secured a con- 
tract for this canal from Nicaragua, nnd 
tho estimated cost is 840,000,000.

THE FKEIOHT flUESTION. 


Words from a Wanaeh Man on tbe 


Situation. 


The question of freight rates is one 


which concerns the merchant, farmer and 
consumer alike, and just now it is cans- 
ing general discussion. 
Decatur mer- 


chants have been making complaints for 
several years and have been figuring on 
how to break the "Decatur pool," which 
is the same that exists at Springfield. 
Last winter an effort was made to form 
an association of merchants and shippers 
to find relief, and F. M. Young and H. H. 
Biahop were appointed to investigate and 
see'what could be done in the way of 
throwing all of Decatur's freight patron- 
age to one railway company. The com- 
mittee has not reported. Meantime the 
old rates remain the same, with no imme- 
diate prospects of a change. 
Springfield 


is in the same boat with Decatnr, und the 
merchants there are trying to get relief. 
Talking with a Journal man, a Wabash 
man is represented as saying; 


In answer to the question, "Why is it 


that Springfield merchants have to pay a 
higher freight rate, in proportion to dis- 
tance, than merchants of other towns?" 
ha said: "Many people say this is tie 
fault of what ia known as the Springfield 
pool. This opinion is all wrong. It can 
make no difference to Springfield people 
whether the Wabash, the I. C., the 0. and 
A. and the O and M. pool their earnings 
or not. That cuts no figure in the fixing 
of the freight tariff. The freight rates 
are fixed by the Illinois Rate Association, 
and the roads forming this association 
are operated in all parts of the state. 
These rates apply to all towns in the 
state through which these roads pass, ex- 
cepting river points, where railroads have 
to compete with river transportation com- 
panies. 80 far as Springfield is concern- 
ed the Wabash company cares nothing. 
If no shipping were done to, or from this 
point, it would not materially affect us. 
Outside of the coal supply in this county 
and the productions of the Springfield 
iron mills, the exports amount to compar- 
atively nothing. The fact is, the Wabaah 
does not care a fig for the prosperity of 
Springfield. 


"The rate association looks to its own 


interests alone iu fixing its rates, aud if 
goods are not shipped to Springfield they 
will be shipped to some other point." 
"But," asked the scribe, "how is it that 


Bloomington and Peona merchants get 
so much better rates9" "Simply," says 
the Wabash man, "because these towns 
have a road which is oatside of the Rate 
Association." When asked what would 
be the effect if this road were to run a 
branch to this city, he replied that it 
would not affect matters at all. He said 
he did not see as there was any help for 
Springfield, so tar as concessions from tbe 
Rate Association is concerned.
